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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant makes several arguments. Applicant's 
first argument that Kusano does not teach a polymeric multilayer reflective polarizing film with other claimed characteristics is incorrect. 
While Kusano is not clear whether the polarizing film is some kind of surface treatment of the prism as alleged by applicant or is a 
separate film, it is irrelevant since claims 1-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103 not 35 U.S.C. § 102 and the teaching of the specifics of 
the film are provided by Schrenk et al. which teaches it would be obvious to replace the polarizing film of Kusano with one that meets 
applicant's claimed limitations. Applicant is arguing the references individually, which is not a way one can show nonobviousness see In 
re Keller 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). Applicant's second argument is that one of ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to 
combine Schrenk because the construction of the prism of Kusano with Schrenk's film would render Schrenk's film to not function 
properly. While this may or may not be true, a prima facia case of obviousness has been made and applicant has provided no evidence 
as to why it would not be obvious other then an assertion by applicant. This is insufficient, see In re Schulze 145 USPQ 716, 718 (CCPA 
1965), In re Geisler43 USPQ2d 1362 (Fed. Cir. 1997) and MPEP 716.01(c). Applicant's third argument is similar to the second and 
applicant is directed to the above response. With regards to all other arguments that have been previously discussed applicant is 
directed to the argument sections of the final rejections of 6/30/2006 and 8/24/2005 . 
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
